THE MILLS OF JDSTICE.

r.esnl Grind RcHnmctl In the District
Supreme Court.

The several branches of the Supreme
Court of the District of Columbia con-

vened yesterday morning for the October
term. At an early hour the corridors of
the City Hall were crowded, and for the
first time since the Summer holidays be-

gan last July there seemed an air of busi-

ness about the place. There was a hur-
rying of jurors and witnesses on all sides,
and the deputy marshals and court criers
were kept .busy acquainting: strangers
with the windings of the building.

The justices of the different courts were
on hand promptly. The courts were pre-

sided over as follows: Criminal Court No.
1, Chief Justice Bingham, Mr. Gatley,
clerk; Criminal Court No. 2, Justice
Bradley. Mr. Smith, clerk; Equity Court
No. 1, Justice Cox, Mr. Clancey, clerk;
Equity Court, No. 2, Justice Hagner, Mr.
O'Connell, clerk; Circuit Court No, 1, Jus-

tice Cole, Mr. Burnham, qlerk; Circuit
Court, No. 2, Justice McComas, Mr.
Downs, clerk.

The morning hours of the session were
consumed in the criminal and circuit
courts in the organization of the juries
for the term. Assistant District Attor-
neys Shillington and Baker conducted
this work in Criminal Courts Nos. 1 and
2, respectively.

Many of the jurors summoned were ex-

cused for various causes, and in conse-
quence none of the panels was completed.

In Criminal Court No. 2, Justice Brad-
ley presiding, the following prisoners
were arraigned and entered their pleas:
Lewis Fields and Martha Jackson, adul-
tery, not guilty; Robert Smith and Alice
Tolson, adultery, not guilty; Nathaniel
Arnold, ahsault with intent to kill, not
guilty; Jofceph Simpson, housebreaking,
not guilty; George Walker and Bruce
Berkeley, houbebreaking, not guilty;
William Johnson and William Warfield,
grand larceny, not guilty.

In the case of Thomas Brown and Will-
iam Young, who are charged with the
second offense of petty larceny, the for-
mer pleaded not guilty and the latter
guilty.

The following assignment of cases for
trial In the criminal courts was made for
today:

In Criminal Court No. 1, Chief Justice
Bingham presiding Edward, alias Will-
iam Ball, for a second offense of petty
larceny, and Arthur Bell, for housebreak-
ing.

In Criminal Court No. 2, Justice Brad-
ley presiding Robert Smith and Alice
Tolson and Lewis Fields and Martha
Jackson will be put on trial for adultery,
and Nathaniel Johnson for assault with
intent to kill.

The temperature was high yesterday
and the humidity very great. It is this
combination of forces that has caused so
much discomfort to citizens of Washing-
ton for the last few days.

This is caused by continuous winds that
carry from the ocean inland the moisture
which, with the unusually high tempera-
ture, makes the atmosphere heavy in the
extreme.

RIr: Day for Patent.
The Patent Office yesterday granted 412

patents, 30 design patents, 19 trademarks.
11 labels, and 1 print. All but seventy
patents and three trademarks were to
residents of the United States. Of the
foreign patents twenty-on- e went to Eng-
land and twenty to Germany. In the
United States, New York, Pennsylvania,
and Illinois were in the lead, receiving
seventy-on- e, thirty-eigh- t, and twenty-fiv- e,

respectively.

NOVEL MISSION WORK.

Series of Thirty Interdenomina-
tional Meeting" Arranged.

A series of novel and somewhat unusual
missionary meetings and rallies has been
arranged to be held in this city beginning
Saturday evening next and continuing a
week under the auspices of the Christian
Endeavor Union and the Epworth League.

Perhaps never before in the history of
religious services In the District of Co-

lumbia has any such series of meetings
been held embracing as It does all tne
Protestant churches of the city of every
denomination, creed and color. It will be
practically a unity of creeds and beliefs
for the purpose of fostering and main-
taining interest in the great worldwide
field of missionary endeavor in which all
churches are Interested.

The beries of meetings are part of a na-

tional schedule of meetings and rallies to
be held In all the large cities of the coun-
try at the request of the Yale Missionary
Band of five student volunteers in the
cause of advancing foreign minions. The
members of the band graduated from
Yale University last year and soon after
ward originated the idea of sending young
American students to those countries of
the world which are fruitful mission
fields. The five students are D. B. Ed-
dy, of Kansas; A. B. Williams, of Penn-
sylvania; J. L. Thurston, of Massaciiu-sett- s;

Brownell Gage, of New York, and
C. V. Vickey, of Nebraska, and the main-
tain that there are more than 3,500 stu-
dents in America who have volunteered to
go into the missionary work, bm Iney
cannot be sent for lack of funds.

The purpose of the movement Is there-
fore to awaken a stronger and deeper in-

terest among the young ueople of the
country, and to diffuse that interest
through the church; and also to bring the
attention of the church to the fact that
thousands of competent young men are
waiting to be sent to mission fields. The
movement is under the supervision of
John R. Mott, of the World's Student
Christian Federation.

The complainant sets
forth in his affidavit substantially the
same facts as have been alleged by other
subscribers to the service of the telephone
company, who desire to avail themselves
of the benefits of the act of Congress of
June 30, 1S9S, fixing the rates for the tele-
phone service in the District of Columbia.

KNIGHTS TEMPLAR ZNT REVIEW.
Ltjcul Comiiiiinilcrics llne un In-

spection, ami I'nriiili-- .

Yesterday was a gala day In the history
of the Knights Templar of the District
of Columbia, when the members of the
Grand Commandencs of the city partici-
pated in the grand parado preparatory to
their departure for Pittsburg, where the
triennial conclave of the order is to be
held next week.

There .was considerable deviation from
the original plan as laid down in the pro-
gram. It was intended-tha- t the comman-deri- es

should assemble at 4 o'clock at the
hall at Ninth and F Streets northwest,
and from that point proceed to the ellipse

t

at the south of the White House whore
they were to be reviewed by the Presi-
dent, after having been inspected by Sir
Knight E. G. Davis, R. E. grand com-

mander, assisted by the past grand com-

mander of the Dibti'ict.
It was found on arrival at the ellipse,

however, that the grass was too wet for
the evolutions of the Knights; in conse-

quence, after a long delay, the order was
given to proceed to the square in front of
the Arlington Hotel, where the inspection
was held, in the presence of a vast
crowd.

After the inspection the line of march
was taken up through the gates of the
Executive Mansion to be reviewed by the
President and Mrs. McKinley.

The President stood uncovered and as
each commandery passed he acknowl-
edged the salute given by bowing, while
Mrs. McKinley alto bowed and smiled re-

peatedly. In a very few minutes the pa-

rade had passed and the knights were on
the way back to their various asylums.

The parade passed off without any ac-

cidents and barring the disappointment in
not being able to drill and hold their pa-

rade, inspection, and review on the ellipse,
everything passed off in the most satis-
factory manner and all praise is due to
the officers of the commanderies for the
manner in which they met and overcame
an unexpected difficulty.

The five commanderies of this city will
leave for Pittsburg the last of the wrek,
with tho exception of the Washington
Commandery, No. 1, which will ,iot start
until Monday.

Tho grand encampment will remain in
session Ave days. The great spectacular
feature of the conclave will be the pa-

rade, in which about 22,000 men are ex-

pected to take part. This 's about th
same number that was in line in Wash-
ington in 1SS9, while during the conclave
at Boston three years ago over 2,000 men
marched in procession.

BELT LINE BONDS.

Rumored Heavy Purchase by the In-
terest Controlling Syndicate.

A rumor is prevalent In financial cir-
cles to the effect that a large block of
the bonds of the Belt Railroad has been
sold to the syndicate controlling the in-

terest in the stock. The purchase is said
to have included about 5350,000 of the
bonds, which is much more than the con-
trol, as the total issue is but $500,000.

This was not, however, the actual
amount of money given, as the bond",
while having a par value of J100, are
quoted at 45 bid and 55 asked. It is said
that the price paid was 53. The object of
the syndicate in acquiring this additional
interest is supposed to be with a view-t- o

becoming a purchaser at the sale of
the road, which is to be held by order
of the court next month.

The road has been in the hands of a
receiver for some time and no interest
has been paid on the bonds for eighteen
months. Legislation has been secured to
allow of the sale of the road and a bill
to that end was passed at the last session
of Congress, and the new law permits
the purchase of the road by any street
railroad corporation in the District or by
an individual or set of individuals. The
bill requires the payment of the money
due the employes, and receiver's certifi-

cates have already been Issued in liqui-

dation of this debt. It also requires the
payment of all other debts due and owing
by the company.

In the event that those now owning
the bulk of the securities of the road be-

come the purchaser, then under the law
the road can be operated as a part of
the system of the City and Suburban
Railroad, or by an independent company,
composed, of course, of the same per-
sons now in control of the City and Su-

burban. It is estimated that the equip-

ment of the road with new motive power
will Involve the expenditure of about
$750,000.
